On Feb. 8 a news item stated that only 20 


students had applied for a Collins 
scholarship. Why so few applicants, since 
48 full and 17 half scholarships were 
awarded hist year? Also, Inasmuch as 
extra necessities cost at least $100 per 
month, which many families cannot af- 
ford, why doesn't the school board give a 
$100 a month cash allowance ? Then there 
would doubtlessly be brisk competition for 
these generous scholarships. 


Tuesday's Daily Sun noted that 53 high 


school students were awarded Collins 
Scholarship Monday night. School Board 
president 
Maco 
Stewart 
said 
ap- 


proximately 80 applications for scholar- 
ships were finally received by the board 
this year. 


The story to which you refer noted that 


the board extended the deadline after 
receiving only 20 complete applications. 
The problem at that time with other ap- 
plications 
apparently stemmed 
from 


difficulties in gathering the financial data 
required from parents of the students. 


As to your suggestion of giving students 


$100 a year for "extra necessities," such a 
plan is not possible, Stewart said. Collins 
scholarships are financed through a trust 
established by the late James L. Collins in 
his will. A part of that will specifically 
states that the money should be paid to the 
college where the student attends, and not 
directly to the student. 


Collins scholarships are awarded and 


administered 
by

trustees, sitting as the Collins Scholarship 
Board. 
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When I went to vote recently, I 


discovered that I had to sign my ballot. I 
have voted In several states and this is the 
very first time in my life that I voted 
where my vote could be checked to see how 
I voted. What happens if I refuse to sign 
this ballot, do I lose my vote? Do people 
who vote on machines have to sign their 
vote in some way? 


You are not required to sign your ballot 


in an election using paper ballots, but you 
are required to sign the back of the 
numbered stub attached to that ballot, 
according to Clyve Riddels, Navarro 
County Clerk. 


As you know, when you vote, that stub is 


.torn from the ballot and placed in a 
separate, sealed canister. The reason for 
this is in the event of a contested election, 
officials can determine if all votes are 
legitimate. 


Since you are instructed to fold the stub 


so as to conceal the number, Riddels said it 
is unlikely that election workers would 
notice whether you signed your vote or not. 
But, in the event of a recount, he said he 
was uncertain what would happen to your 
vote, "since that has never come up here." 


But Riddels assured you that it would be 


"totally impossible" for any office holder 
• to check how you vote. Following the vote 
I count, the ballots are stored with the 
I county clerk. The sealed stub canister is 
I stored with the district clerk, and the keys 
I to those canisters are kept by the sheriff.

"The only reason for your signing the 


stub is in case of a contested election," 
Riddels said. "Otherwise, it is totally 
impossible for any office holder to gain 
access to the two canisters and the key 
that opens them without a court order." 


People voting on voting machines are 


required to sign a numbered register 
before they vote. 


What is the proper way to dispose of a 


worn out American Flag? 


According to the 
Veterans Ad- 


ministration office in Dallas, the proper 
way to dispose of an American flag when it 
is no longer useable is to burn it. 


Wayne Norris, local postmaster, said the 


U.S. Postal Service has instructed post 
offices to destroy their worn flags in one of 
two ways, either by burning them or by 
burying them. The Postal Service, he said, 
does not consider it proper to discard such 
flags with other trash to be picked up and 
later burned. 


Was It legal for a city official and a 


school official to loiter around the election 
polls in Kerens on April 3? Also, how close 
a relative can a person be to one of the 
candidates and still be eligible to count the 
ballot votes? 


Section 49 of the Handbook for Election 


Judges and Clerks, issued in January by 
Secretary of State Mark White, deals with 
loitering at polling places in primary and 
general elections for state and county 
officers. It states: 


"It is unlawful for any person to do any 


electioneering or loitering while the polls 
are open within 100 feet of any outside door 
through which a voter may enter the 
building in which the polling place is 
located. The distance markers are posted 
at the outer limits of this 100-foot area 
within which electioneering is not 
allowed." 


This handbook, while written for state 


and county elections, is substantially 
drawn from the Texas Election Code. The 
only persons allowed to stay at the polls, 
according to the Secretary of State, are 
officials such as election judges, clerks, 
and poll watchers. A poll watcher does just 
that—he oversees the conduct 'of the 
election on behalf of those who appointed 
him. Candidates may appoint two poll 
watchers per precinct at both primary and 
general elections. A watcher must be a 
resident and qualified voter of the county, 
and cannot hold a "lucrative" — that is, a 
paying — public office. The law provides 
that no watcher shall be an employer or 
employe of any election judge or clerk for 
that election, or related to any such 
election officer within the third degree 
either by consanguinity or affinity. 


The Texas Election Code, Article 3.04, 


Subd. 1, states that election judges and 
clerks may not be related to within the 
third degree, either by marriage or by 
blood. Third degree is a relative closer 
than and including great-grandsons, great- 
grandmothers, great-grandfathers, 
second cousins, great-aunts, great-uncles, 
great-nephews, and other such relatives 
thrice removed from the candidate.

By increasing city water, 


sewer and garbage rates and 
using revenue sharing money 
for capital expenditures, City 
Manager Dick Ballenger hopes 
to give most city employes a 10 
per cent raise next year and 
give some department heads 
even greater salary increases. 


Ballenger's plan, presented to 


the city commission during a 
work session Tuesday, would 
increase city utility charges to 
the point that these depart- 
ments would break even next 
year. He explained that this 
would then free about $75,000 
from the general fund to make 
the raises possible. 


Ballenger said that using the

another $169,403 for the raises.

According to new report 


FBI approved 'dirty' campaign 


WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 


headquarters approved more 
than 2,300 actions in a "rough, 
tough and dirty" campaign to 
disrupt and discredit U.S. or- 
ganizations ranging from the 
Black Panthers to Antioch Col- 
lege, according to a new report 
on the bureau's Cointelpro pro- 
gram. 


The report, released today by 


the Senate intelligence com- 
mittee, said many of the ac- 
tions approved during a 15-year , 
period enciing in 1971 "may 
have violated specific criminal 
statutes," while others "in- 
volved risk of serious bodily in- 
jury or death to the targets." 


Chairman 
Frank 
Church 


coupled release of the report 
with a renewed call for crea- 
tion of a congressional panel to 
oversee intelligence operations 
and a special prosecutor to in- 
vestigate 
possible 
criminal 


charges against officials in- 
volved in intelligence abuses. 


The 77-page report outlined 


Cointelpro operations against 
"a staggering range of tar- 
gets," beginning in 1956 with 
the Communist Party U.S.A. 
and ending in 1971 with "stu- 
dents demonstrating against

RICE—The Rice City Council 


voted last night to mow all city 
property, but also voted to hold 
off on any major street work 
planned. 


Mayor Ron Cavender said the

Justice Department documents 
as stating that Cointelpro activ- 
ities may have violated the civ- 
il rights statute as well as fed- 
eral laws against mail fraud 
and extortion.

the report said that "the unex- 
pressed major premise of much 
of Cointelpro is that the bureau 
has a role in maintaining the 
existing social order and ... 
combating those who threaten 
that order." 


According to the report, more 


than half the Cointelpro oper- 
ations approved during its 15- 
year history were'directed" at 
the Communist party. By the 
early 1960s, Cointelpro oper- 
ations had expanded to include 
the prevention of Communist 
infiltration "of mass organ- 
izations 
ranging 
from 
the 


NAACP to a local scout troop." 


FBI officials were quoted in 


the report as saying the most 
successful Cointelpro program 
was against the Ku Klux Klan. 
The report said Cointelpro 
"used comparatively few tech- 
niques that carried a risk of 


serious physical, emotional or 
economic damage to the tar- 
gets" in dealing with the Klan. 


But it added that the Coin- 


telpro program aimed at what 
the FBI considered "Black Na- 
tionalist" groups, ranging from 
the Black Panthers 
to the 


Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, "used such tech- 
niques extensively." 


According to the report, the 


least successful Cointelpro pro- 
gram was one directed against 
the New Left after student riots 
in 1968. 


The lack of success was due 


in part to the fact that the FBI 
was unable to define exactly 
what organizations belonged in 
the New Left. 


The result was that student 


groups ranging from Students 
for a Democratic Society to 
"all of Antioch College," a lib- 
eral arts school in Ohio, be- 
came targets of Cointelpro, the 
report said.

the price of chlorine has in- 
creased $4 a ton, that electric 
rates at the water stations are 
up 21 per cent and that gas rates 
are up 20-25 per cent. 


BALLENGER 
ALSO 


proposes to increase the city's 
garbage rates by 75 cents a 
month, from $2.50 to $3.25 for 
twice a week residential ser- 
vice. 


He presented the commission 


with a list of 11 other cities of 
comparable 
population 
to 


Corsicana, all 
with 
higher 


garbage rates than here. 


Greenville, Pampa and San 


Marcos all charge $3 a month. 
Marshall, Nacogdoches, Euless 
and Plainview charge $3.50 per 
month. Mineral Wells charges 
$3.75 monthly. North Richland 
Hills charges $4 monthly and 
Groves charges $6.50 monthly 
for twice a week residential 
service.

City Commissioners Wayne 


Norris and Gene Johnson were 
named Tuesday to a city 
committee to come up with 
some definite proposals con- 
cerning enforcement of the city 
leash ikws. 


Johnson 
re-raised 
the 


problem during a city com- 
mission work session, saying 
that more people are calling 
him with complaints about 
unfenced dogs than are com- 
plaining about utility rates. 


Norris was absent Tuesday, 


but he had previously expressed 
an interest in the problem. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said the 
city is currently 


planning to take one day-shift 
police officer and have him trail 
the animal wardens over town 
to help with enforcing the leash 
law. 


ACCORDING TO Ballenger, 


the policeman will follow the 
dogs home and issue citations to 
the owners. 


Ballenger said he feels the 


dog problem could be alleviated 
somewhat "if we can get some 
citizens to court." 


Saying that City Judge Don 


Pevehouse had "agreed to go 
along with it," Ballenger added 
that the misdemeanor charge 
for ignoring the leash law can 
result in a fine from $1-200. 


Johnson and Norris will try to 


come up with some proposals 
regarding fees for the dog 
pound, 
and 
other 
possible 


means of controlling the pet 
problem. 


Johnson suggested Tuesday 


night that storage fees at the 
animal shelter be increased to 
$50 for second offenders of- 
fenders and that dogs caught a 
third time be destroyed. 


Ballenger 
explained 
that 


currently the city charges $1 for 
picking up an animal; $1 for 


putting the dog in the pound and 
a dollar a day for food. Owners 
reclaiming their pets must also 
pay for veterinary charges such 
as rabies shots. 


Johnson said that increasing 


the charges at the pound would 
help pay for the estimated 
$30,000 the animal shelter will 
cost the city next year. 


ALSO DURING the work 


session, 
the 
commission 


discussed using the city com- 
mission chambers for other 
functions and additional im- 
provements at Lake Halbert. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


reported that she and Ballenger 
are beset by numerous requests 
to use the commission cham- 
bers, but that they neither one 
knows exactly what the com- 
mission wants to do about these 
requests. 


The commission instructed 


Mrs. Youngblood and the city 
manager to keep a listing of 
those organizations requesting 
use of the chambers. 


Regarding 
Lake 
Halbert, 


Ballenger said that the im- 
provements 
funded 
by 
the 


Texas Parks and Wildlife Dept. 
are almost complete and that 
the city needs to spend an ad- 
ditional $5,000 at the lake. 


Of 
this 
expenditure, 


Ballenger said $2,800 would be 
used for a pole and tin building 
to be used as dry storage for 
boats. He added that charging 
$15 a month rent on this facility 
would pay for the building 
within two years. 


Ballenger said another $2,000 


is needed to move the barge 
ramp, add some more ramps 
and try to take care of the dust 
problem on dirt roads. 


Rushin's job in jeopardy 


Guy Rushin, whose job as 


Traffic Safety Director was 
extended last summer following 
severe 
criticism 
by 
City 


Manager Dick Ballenger and a 
public hearing, is again facing 
the termination of his job. 


In a list of department heads 


with recommended salaries for 
the coming fiscal year which he 
presented to the commission 
during Tuesday's work session, 
Ballenger projected no money 
beside Rushin's name. 


Ballenger 
explained 
that, 


under consolidation maneuvers 
being conducted by Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe, the Governor's Traffic 
Safety Office may soon be a 
part of the Highway Depart- 
ment and that traffic grants 
may 
soon 
be 
solely 
the 


responsibility of that office or 
the 
Texas 
Department 
of 


Community Affairs. 


Ballenger, "being as fair as I 


know how to be," told the 


commission that Rushin had 
"certainly been responsible for 
some grants in the last year," 
and the city manager declined 
to make any recommendation 
about Rushin's future. 


Ballenger noted that if the 


TDCA takes over highway 
grants, the balance will be 
tipped in favor of larger cities 
with their subsequently larger 
traffic problems. 


Responding to a question 


from Mayor Sue Youngblood, 
Ballenger said that the city 
could save about $20,000 by not 
funding 
the 
Traffic 
Safety 


Office next year. 


Commissioners 
R. 
A. 


Armistead and H. R. Stroube 
Jr. 
both 
recalled 
the un- 


favorable public response to 
reinstating Rushin last year. 
Armistead said "They sure had 
a lot to say about our action," 
adding that support for that 
action was minimal. 


pickups would cost $40 instead 
of the present $35. 


Ballenger also plans to in- 


crease the minimum sewer rate 
25 cents per account, a move he 
says will increase billing by 
about $21,000. 


The revenue sharing money 


Ballenger plans to use would 
buy four new automobiles, a 
booster truck for the 
fire 


department, two small pickups 
for the animal wardens, a 
tractor, a bulldozer, a main- 
tainer and a cab and chassis for 
a one-ton truck. 


ALSO, THE $169,403 would be 


used for supplies for the city 
secretary's office, 
additional 


fire department equipment and 
for street repair. 


Ballenger also said that $4,000 


each from revenue sharing 
could be used 
as the city's 


contributions to the Navarro 
County 
Association 
for 


Retarded 
Citizens and 
the 


Navarro County Consultation 
Center. 


Calling for 10 per cent raises 


across the board 
for city 


workers, Ballenger also sub- 
mitted his proposed salaries for 
the department heads, some of 
whom would receive raises 
greater than 10 per cent, others 
receiving less. 


Ballenger's suggestions for 


the department heads' monthly 
salaries and the percentage of 
the increase follows:

manager, $950 to $1,050, 10 per 
cent; and librarian, from $725 to 
$800, 10 per cent.

questioned

than other department heads,

rationale that the office is an 
elective one does not justify the 
lower pay. 


Armistead said he feels the 


reason the tax assessor's pay is 
lower than other department 
heads is that for many years the 
office was held by a woman, 
who was paid less because she 
was a woman. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood also 


told the commission that she 
feels Ballenger's salary of 
$17,600 is ridiculously low in 
comparison 
with other top 


administrative jobs in town. 
Angus wets

Angus residents reconfirmed 


their "wet" status in election on 
the sale of beer and wine for off- 
premise 
consumption 
only 


Tuesday with a vote of 79 for the 
sale of beer and 37 against. 


The election was called by a 


petition presented by the Angus 
•'dries" to the Navarro County 
Commissioners Court April 12. 
Angus voted 44-42 in favor of the 
sale of all alcoholic beverages, 
except mixed drinks, for off- 
premise consumption Aug. 9, 
1975. 


There were 116 votes cast in 


the latest election. The "dries" 
currently have a case in District 
Court contesting the results of 
the Aug. 9 election. That case is 
pending. 


Angus Mayor Eben Stover 


said that the sale of beer and 
wine would bring in sales tax 
money to the city when the city 
meeds it. "That's about all I'll 
say on it," Stover said. 


Mrs. Kirke Steele, one of the 


signers of the petition calling 
for an election, said that she 
was "very disappointed, but 
we're not going to stop trying." 
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Newspapers during Revolution sometimes stretched truth

Rebel propagandists scored a 


direct hit on London with their 
very first 
broadside in the 


American 
Revolution. 
They 


aimed to have the Minutemen's 
side of the Lexington and Con- 
cord story published in England 
before the King's and their ef- 
forts were successful. 


Almost word for word the 


London press echoed the initial 
American newspaper report of 
the "shot heard round the 
world." From the sound of it 
there was no doubt who trig- 
gered the clash. 


"Last Wednesday, the 19th of 


April," 
shocked 
Londoners 


read, "the troops of his Brit- 
tanick 
Majesty 
commenced 


Hostilities upon the People of 
this Province, attended with 
Circumstances of Cruelty not 
less brutal than what our ven- 
erable ancestors received from 
the vilest Savages of the Wil- 
derness." 


Well invented if not entirely 


truthful, 
the account came 


from the Essex Gazette in Sa- 
lem, through the courtesy and 
conniving of the Massachusetts 
provincial 
congress. It had 


hired a light, fast packet boat 
to sail copies of the newspaper 
to England before British army 
accounts could cross. For 11 
days the story stood alone, 
though in some quarters dis- 
counted. 


Newspapers of the era, on ei- 


ther side of the Atlantic Ocean, 
depended 
for 
news on ex- 


changes with other newspapers, 
on letters, government dis- 
patches and word from trav- 
elers. London publications regu- 
larly reprinted the dispatches 
of colonial newspapers, though 
they were known for their anti- 
British bias since Stamp Act 
days. 


That would have been no 


news in London. Seeking to 
calm the public two days after 
the first report of Lexington 
and Concord was published on 
May 30, 1775 — six weeks after 
the fighting — the London Ga- 
zetter asked readers: "Will any 
man ... with common sense be- 
lieve that 150 New England mi- 
litia defeated eight or nine 
thousand regular troops and

It appears that for the rest of 


the 
Revolution 
the English 


were generally better informed 
of its progress than the Ameri- 
cans. There was no organized 
coverage of battles by either 
American or British papers. 
But London printers were able 
to draw on official and more or 
less reliable reports to the King 
from the army. 


Patriot printers often relied 


on slanted, and sometimes fab- 


ricated, tales from various par- 
ticipants in the battles. They 
were not above printing rumors 
nor were they beyond adding 
"facts" favorable to the cause. 


New York, after its occupa- 


tion by the British, became the 
center of the Tory press. 


James Rivington's New-York 


Gazetteer was the King's fore- 
most exponent. It had been one 
of 
the 
best 
newspapers 
in 


America until Rivington was 
forced to flee to England in 
1775. Returning in 1777, he 
changed the masthead to Royal 
Gazette and soon earned for it 
the title applied by the rebels, 
"Rivington's Lying Gazette." It 
was free with its battle stories, 


carried bogus reports of quar- 
rels in the rebel command and 
generally was unreliable. 


It may be said for Rivington, 


however, that he turned spy for 
the patriots and contributed in- 
telligence on British codes that 
was instrumental in the defeat 
of His Majesty's fleet at York- 
town. 


Another notable New York 


Tory was Hugh Gaine, editor of 
the Mercury. Until the autumn 
campaigns in New York and 
neighboring New Jersey in 1776 
he wore the mask of neutrality. 
But in December he became 
the compleat partisan, publish- 
ing this report: 


"The shattered Remains of 


the Rebel Army, 'tis said, are 
got over into the Jersies. Hu- 
manity cannot but Pity a Set of 
poor misguided Men who are 
thus led on to Destruction, by 
despicable and desparate Lead- 
ers, against every Idea of Rea- 
son and Duty, and without the 
least Prospect of Success." 


The war was tough in news- 


papers. On April 19, 1775, the 
day the shooting began, there 
were 37 in publication. Eight- 
een more were started during 
the war. Just 20 survived to 
print, in 1781: 


"Glorious Intelligence! New- 


port, Oct. 25. Yesterday after- 
noon arrived in this harbour, 
Capt. Lovat of the schooner Ad- 


venturre, from York-River in 
Chesapeake-Bay and brought us 
the glorious news of the surren- 
der of Lord Cornwallis ... A 
cessation of arms took place on 
the 18th Inst. in consequence of 
proposals from Lord Cornwallis 
for a capitulation ..." 


It was nearly two years be- 


fore the news everyone was 
waiting for arrived. 


"A GENERAL PEACE. New 


York, March 25, 1783. LATE 
last Night, an EXPRESS from 
New-Jersey brought the follow- 
ing Account. That on Sunday 
last, the Twenty-Third Instant, 
a Vessel arrived at Phila- 
delphia, in Thirty-five Days 
from Cadiz, with Dispatches to

On the eve of American inde- 


pendence, even the most fervid 
patriots wondered whether the 
rebellious British colonies could 
succeed without foreign help. 


America had vast resources, 


but she lacked hard currency 
and the manufacturing industry 
to supply a long war. Without 
help from abroad, she could 
neither make nor buy the arms 
she needed. 


France was the obvious place 


to look for help. As John 
Adams remarked, "It is un- 
questionably in the interest of 
France that the British conti- 
nental colonies should be inde- 


pendent." 


So the Continental Congress 


dispatched a mission to Paris 
to seek assistance. But France, 
relishing the chance to do Eng- 
land a mischief, was moving al- 
ready to save the Americans. 


On May 2,1776, two centuries 


ago, 
Louis 
XVI 
directed 


that one million livres in arms 
be sent secretly to America. It 
was the beginning of almost $13 
million in foreign loans and 
gifts that were to see the colo- 
nies through to freedom. 


Most of the aid came from 


France, which had lost an em- 
pire in the New World and now 
would help England lose one. 


Sailing almost in Columbus' 


wake, French fishermen had 
begun harvesting the magnifi- 
cent cod off Newfoundland 100 
years in advance of English 
settlement in America. 


They were fishermen, not 


homesteaders, but they laid the 
foundation for New France. 
Each summer they fished the 
Grand Banks and camped on 
the beaches to secure their 
catch. 


There they came in contact 


with the natives, who were ea- 
ger to trade animal furs for 
European marvels like axes 
and iron kettles. Since fur was 
at the height of fashion in Eu- 
rope, a cargo of pelts could 
bring a fortune. 


First, the fishermen learned 


to bring over a supply of trad- 
ing goods each spring and take 
back a supercargo of fur with 
their fish. Every fishing camp 
became a trading post, then 
some abandoned fishing alto- 
gether in favor of the fur trade. 


It didn't take long, however, 


,for them to see greater profit 
in trapping their own furs or 
moving inland to tap a more 
bountiful Indian trade. From 
their camps eventually came 
the cities of Canada. 


But French enterprise in Can- 


ada was strictly a free-lance 
thing in the beginning. The first 
formal exploration came 20 
years 
after 
the fishermen, 


when Francis I, growing en- 
vious of Spanish wealth, con- 
cluded, "God has not created 
those lands solely for Casti- 
lians." 


Reminded 
by 
Charles 
of 


Spain that Pope Alexander VI 
had divided the New World be- 
tween Spain and 
Portugal, 


Francis retorted: "Show me, I 
pray you, the will of our Father 
Adam, that I may see if he has 
really made you and the King of 
Portugal his universal heirs." 


So, Francis sent Giovanni 


Verrazano in 1524 to explore 
the new land. Although the 
land, 
Verrazano 
supposed, 


"must contain great riches," he 
found none. 


A 
decade 
passed 
before 


Francis tried again, sending 
out Jacques Cartier, who made 
three voyages but returned 
with nothing more than some 
Indian tales of a northern El 
Dorado, a heap of fools gold 
and some quartz crystal mis- 
taken for diamonds. 


Quartz became 
known in 


French humor as "Canadian 
diamonds," and exploration of 
the northern wilderness was 
abandoned for 50 years. The in- 
dependent traders continued to 
prosper, but they came and 
went with the seasons. There 
still was no permanent French 
settlement in America. 


But the Canadian fur trade 


was becoming so 
important 


that Henry IV realized he had 
better secure New France be- 
fore England took it. Henry's 
scheme was to encourage pri- 
vate colonization by awarding 
fur monopolies to companies 
which would promise in return 
to plant permanent outposts. 


One 
of these 
companies, 


which included Samuel Cham- 
plain, founded the first French 
settlement in Canada on St. 
Croix Island in 1604. But the 
bitter Canadian winter killed 
half the pioneers before spring. 
The survivors abandoned St. 
Croix and established Port Roy- 
al, where "only a quarter of 
the people died" during the

next winter. But Champlain 
continued to look for a better 
spot. 


On July 3, 1608, he founded 


Quebec, Canada's oldest city, a 
century after the first French- 
men reached America, one 
year behind the English at 
Jamestown and 12 years ahead 
of the Mayflower. 


Champlain wisely located his 


capital on the St. Lawrence, the 
key to the beaver trade of the 
continent. His next step was to 
make it secure, which he did 
by helping friendly tribes over- 
come the hostile Iroquois. 


The French were superb at 


Indian relations. They never 
tried to move the Indians out 
as the English did. They were 
interested in trade, not land, 
and the fur merchants of New 
France actually discouraged 
homesteaders. 


Farmers would just clear the 


land, endanger the fur-bearing 
wildlife and stir up the Indians. 
It was bad for business. While 
the English were spreading 
across the continent in a popu- 
lous web of farms and towns, 
Canada remained a loose string 
of trading posts. 


Canada was the land of the 


voyageurs and trappers-tra- 
ders, who carried their trade to 
the far plains. 


"I cannot tell you," a royal 


governor reported, "how at- 
tractive this life is to all our 
youth. It consists of doing noth- 
ing, caring nothing, following 
every inclination, and getting 
out of the way of all restraint." 


The restraint came largely 


from the priests who flocked to 
Canada to save Indian souls 
and keep white ones. The 
thought control they practiced 
with full support from the civil 
government was thorough. 


No printing press reached 


Canada as long as France held 
it, while in English America in- 
dependent printers led the way 
to freedom. 


From 1625 the exercise of 


Protestant religion was out- 
lawed. 


Unlike the English colonies, 


which grew largely unmolested 
for a century and a half, 
French America was rigidly 
controlled, first by the fur com- 
panies which managed it and 
later by the crown, which took 
over in 1663. 


As a royal colony Canada 


was governed by the minister 
of marine from the court at 
Versailles and administered by 
royal officials in Quebec — a 
system not unlike the English 
government of America, except' 
for the important difference of 
the colonial legislature. 


Since French Canadians paid 


no direct taxes, there was no 
need for a colonial legislature 
to levy them. Local assemblies 
were held to sound out the feel- 
ings of the inhabitants on Cana- 
dian issues, but they did not 
make the laws. 


When France eventually lost 


Canada and the British took 
over, Canadians unaccustomed 
to self-government adapted eas- 
ily to the kind of administration 
that English colonists were 
finding intolerable. 


There was the same regimen 


in business, with the crown and 
the big traders preferring the 
orderliness of monopoly rather 
than the competition and free- 
dom of the sort of enterprise 
that was invigorating the Eng- 
lish colonies. 


Adventurers like Champlain, 


La Salle, Marquette, Joliet and 
hosts of buckskin vagabonds 
explored the Great Lakes, down 
the Mississippi to the sea, 
across the plains to the Teton 
peaks, planting outposts and 
cities, expanding trade but nev- 
er consolidating an empire. 


While the English colonies 


were attracting the outcast, the 
dissident, the hungry from Brit- 
ain 
and 
western 
Europe, 


France banned its peasants 
from its vast western frontier 
and strove to keep its colonies 
'all French and all Catholic — 
shutting out the very people 
most likely to secure an Ameri- 
can empire. 


When the final showdown 


came between France and Brit- 
ain for control of America, the 
people of Canada still num- 
bered only 60,000 after 250 
years of French presence. They 
faced more than one million in 
the English colonies. 


A British army swelled by 


American militia finally took 
Canada from France in 1763. 
Ironically, it also removed the 
last foreign threat to the Eng- 
lish colonies and spurred them 
toward independence. 


When the English colonies fi- 


nally rebelled, virtually all of 
France was pleased. In time 
France sent troops as well as 
money, and a navy which at 
the end trapped Cornwallis at 
Yorktown and won America's 
freedom. 


Even before she lost Canada, 


France had given up hope of 
profit from its Louisiana hold- 
ings and ceded them, too. Na- 
poleon took Louisiana back in 
1800, but still failing to realize 
its value, sold it to the United 
States for a song three yean 
later.

One of the most difficult of all 


our foreign problems to solve 
correctly is the one involving 
the Panama Canal Zone treaty. 
In this problem, as in all of our 
problems, it is vital that we 
understand how they feel about 
it and why. This involves a 
little-known part of our history. 


Many of us know that we are 


negotiating a new treaty with 
Panama, and there has been a 
lot of opposition to it. It is not 
the purpose of this column to 
advocate changing the treaty or 
not changing it, but to let us 
understand better what it is all 
about. 


That we don't know too much 


about it is illustrated by a 
statement made by a very 
strong candidate for president 
recently. He said that we own 
the Panama Canal Zone just as 
much as we own Louisiana or 
Alaska and that we should not 
give up one item of our rights to 
it. That is simply not true; we 
don't own it at all; we just have 
leasing rights to it. There is a 
vast difference to leasing or 
renting property and owning it. 


We can't be completely happy 


with ourselves when we review 
the history of that 
treaty 


arrangement. We had almost 
worked out a treaty 
with 


Colombia for canal rights in 
1901, when they decided to wait 
a while for more money. 
Panama, 
which 
had 
long 


wanted a canal and their in- 
dependence from Colombia, 
decided that this was the time to 
strike. 


They 
declared 
their 
in- 


dependence, doubtless with the 
encouragement of Pres. Teddy 
Roosevelt. We took no direct 
part in the fighting, but we did 
have a treaty that gave us the 
right to land troops under 
certain circumstances. These 
troops made it impossible for 
Colombia to go to Panama and 
put down the revolution. So 
Panama declared that they 
were independent. 


Now came the question of 


"recognizing" the new nation, a 
matter that usually requires 


long study. It took us 16 years to 
recognize Russia, 
and 
we 


haven't yet recognized either 
Red China or Cuba. It took us all 
of two or three days to recognize 
Panama. There is no question 
that Teddy Roosevelt pushed 
the matter. In fact, he said, 
"While the Senate debated, I 
took Panama." The very fact 
that later we paid Colombia $25 
million for their loss of Panama 
was indirect admission of this. 


Now we quickly submitted a 


new treaty to Panama, and in a 
burst of gratitude to us for our 
help, they quickly signed it. The 
treaty gave us rights over a 
strip ten miles wide all across 
Panama 
in return for $10 


million in cash and an annual 
rent, which has been increased 
twice to the present sum of $2.3 
million. 
While still highly 


grateful to us, they gave this 
right to us "in perpetuity". So it 
is true that we have perpetual 
treaty rights to lease the Zone. 


In return we were to build the 


canal, maintain it, and defend 
it, and all nations were to have 
equal rights to the use of it. 
When the canal was completed, 
in a burst of nationalism, we 
passed a bill exempting our 
vessels from all charges. When 
the 
attention 
of 
President 


Wilson was called to our 
promise that all nations would 
use it on the same terms, he 
properly vetoed the bill. 


All nations have been very 


happy with the canal. It has 
been maintained and defended 
by us and freely used by all. It 
has been an economic oasis for 
all nations, even during two 
world wars. However, in recent 
years trouble has broken out in 
the Zone because the people of 
Panama started to ask such 
questions as, Who gave away 
our rights like that and why? 
Then 
they concluded that 


someone gave away too much 
for too little. We will take a good 
look at both sides of this 
question next week.

Henderson County is Golden 
Circle leader in oil output 


Nearly 10 million barrels of 


crude oil were produced in the 
Golden Circle in 1975, with a 
daily output of over 26,000. 


Figures released this week by 


Texas Mid-Continent Oil and 
Gas Association show that 
Henderson County was the 
overwhelming leader in the 
Golden Circle in 1975, producing 
a total of 8,132,333 barrels — an 
average of 22,280 per day. 


Navarro County was a distant 


second, with a total output of 
1,239,102 barrels, or an average 
of 3,395 per day. These two 
counties accounted for nearly 97 
per cent of the crude oil 
production in the Golden Circle, 
although 
Limestone 
and 


Freestone counties did average 
producing 537 and 334 barrels 
per day, respectively. 
The 


average daily output in Ellis 
County was only 10 barrels and 
in Hill county, only one barrel. 


THE TOTAL output in the six 


counties was 9,693,481, or 26,557 
barrels per day. 


The figures also showed that 


over 450 million barrels of crude 


oil have been produced in the 
Golden Circle since production 
began. Navarro County is the 
overall leader in this category, 
with nearly 200 million barrels 
produced since 1895, followed by 
Limestone County with over 112 
million produced since 1920. 
Though oil was, discovered in 
Henderson County no earlier 
than 1934, nearly 110 million 
barrels have been produced 
there already. 


Gregg County, the first Texas 


county to produce more than 2- 
billion barrels of crude oil in the 
history of recorded production, 
remains the all-time leader with 
a cumulative production total 
through 1975 of more than 2.5- 
billion barrels. Ector County 
also 
went over 
two-billion 


barrels of total production last 
year. 


In the total picture, 30 


counties produced more than 10 
million barrels each last year. 
Henderson County produced 
over 10 million barrels in 1974, 
but dropped to the 8 million 
barrel level in 1975.

Although the 1975 output of 


just over 1.2-billion barrels 
pushed the state's 
all-time 


cumulative production to more 
than 40-billion barrels, it was 
the lowest annual production 
since 1971 and more than 40.6- 
million barrels short of the 1974 
production level. 


The difference between 1975 


crude oil production and the 
peak year of 1972 was more than 
79.3-million barrels. 


Statistics also show that 


despite the continuing decline'ih 
Texas crude oil production last 
year, the state once again set 
the pace among U.S. oil 
producing states, accounting 
for 40-per cent of total U.S. 
production.

federal price controls and other 
bureaucratic restraints," said 
Mid-Continent President, Jack

•'Texas oil producers need a 
free market and every possible 
economic incentive to both 
generate and attract the capital 
necessary to continue to explore 
for oil, to drill wildcat and 
developmental wells, and to 
initiate costly secondary and 
tertiary recovery projects."
